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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. Claims 1-6 are allowable because prior art does not disclose a foldable bicycle 
comprising, inter alia, 

a front frame unit including a first pivot pin extending through lower ends of a lower seat 
rod and a front frame rod such that assembly of the two rods is V-shaped, and including 
a second pivot pin connecting the front frame rod to the head tube, 
a third pivot pin connecting one end of a rear connecting to rotatably to an upper 

seat rod, 

a fourth pivot pin connecting one end of a rear connecting rod rotatably to the 
front frame rod, 

a front, upwardly-inclined front connecting rod disposed between the head tube 
and front frame rod, 

a front pivot pin connecting the front connecting rod rotatably to the head tube, 

a rear pivot pin connecting one end of the front connecting rod rotatably to one 
end of the rear connecting rod, 

wherein all pivot pins form inclination angle with respect to a transverse direction 
of the bicycle.
